The federal clocks will continue to 
ftaadani time 
and 
Father 
Time, with absolute confidence, can 
depend upon their accuracy. 
The federal employe will not be re- 
}quired to set his alarm clock to com­ 
mence work with the rising of the 
sun, nor will he be free to gambol on 
the green during the hours of early 
afternoon. 
His allotted toil will be 
performed during office hours which 
have long been established. 
While it was generally admitted by 


the president and his advisers that 
the welfare of the clerks 
and 
the 
business interests of the government 
could be promoted so far as the vol­ 
ume of work was concerned, by regu­ 
lating the hours of labor according to 
the rising of the sun, it was found

DEVICE PHOTOGRAPHS SOUND 


Cleveland Scientist Says He Will Dis­ 
tinguish Between Voice and 
Instrument. 


Cleveland, O.—Prof. Dayton C. Mil­ 
ler of the Case School of Applied Sci­ 
ence here says he has discovered a 
means of photographing sound. By the 
use of his newly perfected device he 
believes it will be possible to distin­ 
guish in films the difference between 
the tones of a human voice and the 
tones of a musical instrument 
The nearest that scientists have 
come to 
reproducing 
sound 
waves 
heretofore has been to make them vis­ 
ible on smoked paper. Several photo­ 
graphs have been made on the regular 
print paper, but they have been small 
and imperfect. The invention of Prof. 
Miller directly photographs the sound 
waves, magnifying them 2,000 times 
and recording them on films. 
In his investigation Prof. Miller has 
used a harmonic analyzer, an instru­ 
ment made In Switzerland, which sep­ 
arates sound waves into their compo­ 
nent parts, determining whether a cer­ 
tain photographed sound 
wave was 
made by a flute, a bell, a violin or 
other musical instrumenL 
It is his purpose to tabulate the re­ 
sults of his experiments for the use of 
other investigators, a labor that will 
require several years’ time.

Cabinet Vetoes "More Daylight" Plan 


WASHINGTON.—Father Time has 


scored another victory. President 


Taft and his cabinet, after mature de- 
liberation, have decided not to en- 
croach upon his prerogatives or ques- 
tion his right to run the clocks of the 
government. Whatever distress may 
have been caused the old man by the 
suggestion that the government could 
regulate its clocks and run them with- 
out regard to the rising and setting 
of the sun was removed the other day 
when the cabinet formally decided 
that if would not attempt to interfere 
with the well established routine of 
affairs. 


The federal clocks will continue to 


tick out standard time and 
Father 


Time, with absolute confidence, can 
depend upon their accuracy. 


The federal employe will not be re- 


I quired to set hia alarm clock to com- 
mence work with the rising of the 
sun, nor will he be free to gambol on 
•the green during the hours of early 
afternoon. 
His allotted toil will be 


performed during office hours which 
have long been established. 


While It was generally admitted by 


the president and his advisers that 
the welfare of the clerks and the 
business interests of the government 
could be promoted so far as the vol- 
ume of work was concerned, by regu- 
lating the hours of labor according to 
the rising of the sun, it was found 
that the plans which have been ad- 
vanced by organized movements in 
Cincinnati and other western citlea 
and are to receive parliamentary con- 
sideration in England are not feasible 
short of a revolution which would dis- 
turb banking and commercial condi- 
tions generally and be widespread in 
its effect upon the railroads.

DEVICE PHOTOGRAPHS SOUND 


Cleveland Scientist Says He Will Dis- 


tinguish Between Voice and 


Instrument. 


Cleveland, O.—Prof. Dayton C. Mil- 


ler of the Case School of Applied Sci- 
ence here says lie has discovered a 
means of photographing sound. By the 
use of his newly perfected device he 
believes It will be possible to distin- 
guish In films the difference between 
the tones of a human voice and the 
tones of a musical instrument. 


The nearest that scientists have 


come to reproducing sound waves 
heretofore has been to make them vis- 
ible on smoked paper. Several photo- 
graphs have been made on the regular 
print paper, but they have been small 
and imperfect. The Invention of Prof. 
Miller directly photographs the sound 
waves, magnifying them 2,000 times 
and recording them on films. 


In his Investigation Prof. Miller has 


used a harmonic analyzer, an Instru- 
ment made In Switzerland, which sep- 
arates sound waves Into their compo- 
nent parts, determining whether a cer- 
tain photographed sound wave waa 
made by a flute, a bell, a violin or 
other musical Instrument. 


It is his purpose to tabulate the re- 


sults of his experiments for the use of 
other investigators, a labor that will 
•equlre several years' time.

Just before the close 
of the war, when he had accumulated 
a fortune, Mr. Morton gave a dinner 
to the creditors of his former dry 
goods firm. Every one found under 
his plate a check for the amount 
still owing him with Interest 


Mr. Morton's first essay in politic* 


was in 1878, when he was elected to 
congress from a New York district 
He might have been president if hi* 
loyalty to the wishes ot Senator Boc- 
coe Conkling had not made him re- 
fuse the nomination for vice-president 
on the ticket headed by James lu 
Uarfield In 1880. President Garfleld 
made him minister to France In 1881,, 
and Mr. Morton made a fine record. 
He wae elected vice-president in 18SS 
on the ticket with President Harrison, 
but waa not nominated with the presi- 
dent In 1892.

WASHINGTON.— Father Time has 


scored another victory. President 


Taft and bis cabinet, after mature de- 
liberation, have decided not to en- 
croach upon his prerogatives or ques- 
tion his right to run the clocks of the 
government. Whatever distress may 
have been caused the old man by the 
suggestion that the government could 
regulate its clocks and run them with- 
out regard to the rising and setting 
of the sun was removed the other day 
when the cabinet formally decided 
that if would not attempt to interfere 
with the well established routine of 
affaire. 


The federal clocks will continue to 


tick out standard time and Father 
Time, with absolute confidence, can 
depend upon their accuracy. 


The federal employe will not be re- 


I quired to set his alarm clock to com- 
mence work with the rising of the 
sun, nor will he be free to gambol on 
•the green during the hours of early 
afternoon. 
His allotted toil will be 


performed during office hours which 
have long been established. 


While it was generally admitted by 


the president and his advisers that 
the welfare of the clerks and the 
business interests of the government 
could be promoted so far as the vol- 
ume of work was concerned, by regu* 
lating the hours of labor according to 
the rising of the sun, it was found 
that the plans which have been ad- 
vanced by organized movements to 
Cincinnati and other western cities 
and are to receive parliamentary con- 
sideration in England are not feasible 
short of a revolution which would dis- 
turb banking and commercial condi- 
tions generally and be widespread in 
its effect upon the railroads.

to a position In the civil service with- 
out an examination. 


Mrs. Carrlngton Is the widow of the 
late Ma}. Frank del Carrington, at one 
time an officer In the 
Twenty-first 


United States infantry. 
MaJ. Car- 


rington was convicted by a 
civil 


court in the Philippines on a charge 
of misappropriation of funds. He was 
sentenced under the Spanish code to 
penal servitude for a term of 60 
rears. 


This sentence was nullified by a de- 


cision of the United States supreme 
court, and Maj. Carrlngton was re- 
leased after he had served several 
months. He lived for some time in 
Manila after his release. At his 


death he was survived by a widow 
and two daughters. 


Maj. Carrington came under the 


jurisdiction of the insular courts as a 
result of bis transfer for temporary 
duty from the Twenty-first Infantry 
to the command of a battalion of 
Filipino scouts. He commanded thla 
battalion at the time it was brought 
to St. Louis in 1903, to take part in 
the exposition. 


The charges against

were) 


based on financial operations which 
took place at that time. Many of his 
brother officers insisted that the dif- 
ficulties in which be became Involved 
were the result of carelessness rather 
than criminal intent. Tbe evidence 
against him, however, was sufficient 
to cause his court-martial and conse- 
quent dismissal from the army.

DEVICE PHOTOGRAPHS SOUND 


Cleveland Scientist Says He Will Dis- 


tinguish Between Voice and 


Instrument. 


Cleveland, O.—Prof. Dayton C. Mil- 


ler of the Case School of Applied Sci- 
ence here says he has discovered a 
means of photographing sound. By tbe 
use of his newly perfected device be 
believes it will be possible to distin- 
guish In films the difference between 
the tones of a human voice and tbe 
tones of a musical instrument. 


The nearest that scientists have 


come to reproducing sound waves 
heretofore bas been to make them vis- 
ible on smoked paper. Several photo- 
graphs have been made on the regular 
print paper, but they have been small 
and imperfect. The invention of Prof. 
Miller directly photographs the sound 
waves, magnifying them 2,000 times 
and recording them on films. 


In his investigation Prof. Miller bas 


used a harmonic analyzer, an instru- 
ment made In Switzerland, which sep- 
arates sound waves into their compo- 
nent parts, determining whether a cer- 
tain photographed sound wave waa 
made by a flute, a bell, a violin ot 
other musical instrument. 


It is his purpose to tabulate tbe re- 


sults of bis experiments for tbe use of 
other investigators, a labor that will 
require several years' time.
